MANY PERIL 


Cholera Attacks the Sandy 
Hook Camp. 


Fears That the Quarantined Passen- 
gers Will Stampede. 


A Case in a Crowded Boarding- 
House in New York City. 


An Expert Says There Will Be No Epi- 
demic This Autumn—Frick’s Con- 
tribution to the Pittsburgh 
Health Fund, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Camp Low, Sanvy Hook (N. J.,) Sept. 
20, 12:15 a.m.—It is officially an- 
nounced at this late hour that Asiatic 
cholera has broken outhere. Francesco 
Morenzo, a Normannia passenger, who 
landed here Sunday morning, died of 
the disease in.a tent where he had been 


isolated, at 10 p.m. The body will be 


cremated at Swinburne Island. A 
widow, name unknown, accompanied by 
her four children, was taken ill with 
every symptom of the disease shortly 
after 11 p.m., and Dr. Rauch, a cholera 
expert, immediately had the familly re- 
moved to an isolated tent. The man’s 
death is said to have been largely due 
to excesses, in which he indulged on 
Monday night. 

Great excitement prevails among the 
officials of the camp and fears are en- 
tertained of a stampede of the people 
here from fear when ,the fact is made 
public. The dead man and infected 
family have been in quarantine for 
eighteen days past. 

Mrs. Scheidt, who was ill from the 
effects of premature confinement on 
Hoffman’s Isiand, died tonight in the 
hospital outside the camp. 


IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Scare About Ended—Suaspicious Case in a 
Crowded Boarding-house. 

New York, Sept. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Cholera, as a matter of 
news, has fallen out of public interest. 
The city papers print it on the inside 
pages, reserving the more prominent 
pages for the Grand Army encampment 
and politics. 

The girl, Mary Connerty, will be dis- 
charged from the reception hospital in 
a few days.’ It is generally conceded 
that she is nota cholera victim. 

Dr. Roberts has quarantined the 
canal boat Henry Cahill, lying at the 
foot of West Thirty-first street, the 
captain and owner of which died at 
New Brunswick, N. J., last night from 
supposed cholera. The doctor also 
seized bedding and clothing aboard the 
boat and disinfected the craft. An in- 
spector of the Board of Health was 
sent to New Brunswick to procure some 
of the intestinal fluid from the body of 
Carr for bacteriological examirfation. 

Louis Weinhagel, a coachman, was 
removed tonight bv the health author- 
ities from the boarding-houses at 4 and 
6 Exeter place to the receiving hospital 
atthe foot of West Sixteenth street. 
It is believed he is suffering from an at- 
tack of Asiatic cholera and the physic- 
ians in attendance expressed the opin- 
ion that Weinhagel could not live 
throughthe night. The houses, which 
contained over 200 boarders, were 
placed under quarantine. 


AT QUARANTINE. 
The Furnessia Suspected of Having Immi- 
grants and Detained. 

New York, Sept. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Furnessia arrived 
here today from Glasgow with 628 pas- 
sengers on board, 221 in the first cabin 
and 407 in the second cabin. The re- 
port down town was thatthe Furnessia 
was carrying steerage passengers as 
cabin passengers in order to avert 
the twenty-day quarantine regulations. 


It was said that manyofthe 407 sup- 


posed second cabin were really steer- 
age passengers, and that when the list 
was examined the names of eighty-two 
were missing. ° At the office of the com- 
pany itwas denied that steerage pas- 
sengers had come over inthe cabin. 
The anthorities will likely investigate. 
The steamer is still quarantined 

The following dispatch from Dr. 
Byron at Swinburne Island, was received 
this afternoon by Dr. Jenkins: 

Dr. Abbott is just back from the ships. 
He brings two bodies from the Scandia: 
Regina Gistoff, aged 66, who died of heart 
failure; and Chris Oleson, aged 8 months, 
who died from marasmus; one new pa- 
tient from the steamship Bohemia, Scholen 
Schasen, aged 16 years. With this excep- 
tion all of our patients are out of dauger 
and the island will soon be free from 
cholera patients. 

Three hundred and Afty-six passen- 
gers from the steamers Rugie and 
Scandia were taken to Hoffman Island 
this morning, making a total number in 
quarantine there of 1065. The pas- 
sengers from the pest ships Rugia and 
Scandia were thus turned loose among 
people who are not known to have been 
infected, and who are being held there 
merely as a precautionary measure, 
Thirteen of the lot from the Scandia 
had been in the pesthouse on Swin- 
purne Island. Gen. Hamilton was ver 
indignant at Dr. Jenkins for sending 
them to Hoffman Island. 


AN EXPERT'S VIEWS. 


Quarantine Facilities Not Good—No Dan- 
ger of an Epidemic, 

Concorp (N. H.,) Sept. 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Dr. Irving A. Wat- 
son, chairman of the International 
Quarantine Committee, recently ap- 
pointed by the international conference 
of boards of health, who has just re- 
turned, said in an interview today: 
‘There is not a single port on the North 
Atlantic Coast supplied with all the re- 
quisite means and methods of modern 
maritime sanitary science. At no =§$sin- 
gle port was there found a suitable 
plant for quickly and efficiently disin:- 
fecting plague-stricken ships. Anti- 
quated methods are miostly employed. 
While many of our ports are deficient as 
regards quarantine stations, cholera is 
not very likely tobe admitted through 


| ports during the present year, although: 


the danger isever present of its intro- 
duction amd all immigration from 
cholera-infected countries should be ab- 
solutely suspended for a year or more. 

‘The com@ission found the port of 
Philadelphia the best equipped of any 
ports examined. Thus far there 
reason for alarm in this count: 
ing that should interfere with « 
travel. The lateness of the season is in 
our favor forthis year, and Congress 
and subordimate legislative bodies. 
should farnis§ the necessary means to 
strengthen tl weak points in our de- 
fenses to nt the introduction of 
cholera or ampother disease.”’

Frick Farmishes Needed Funds. 
Pitrssurem, Sept. 19.—Dr. J. H. Mc- 
Clelland, local representative of the 
State Board of Health, has been in 
need of funds to take steps to guard 
against an outbreak of cholera. Today 
H. C. Frick, ofthe Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany, furn d him §20,000 as a 
loan, without ‘interest, until the next 

meeting of the State Legislature. 


A Victim of the Cepheus Outrage. 
PHILADELPHIA (Pa.,) Sept. 
George H. Becker, a well-known real 
estate dealer of this city and one of the 
Norfannia’s passengers, died at his 
restlionadd today of pneumonia, result- 
ing from cold contracted while sleeping 
on the deck of the Cepheus while she 
lay off Fire Island last Tuesday night. 


A Federal Precaution. 

Wasarnetor, Sept. 19.—A circular to 
customs officers designed to prevent the 
entrance of imfected vessels or steam- 
ships from infected ports entering 
smaller ports of the United States 
where quarantine restraints are insuffi- 
cient, was issued today. 


Sapposed Case at Salem, Mass. 
Satem (Mass.,) Sept. 19.—A case of 
Asiatic cholera is reported at a Polish 
boarding-house in this city. The 
authorities are investigating. 


THE DISEASE ABROAD. 


Widely Different Figures as to the Mor- 
tality at Hamburg. 

Hamscra, Sept. 19.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Yesterday there 
were 169 new Cases of cholera and 82 
deaths, a decrease of 117 cases and 45 
deaths. Returns of removals to hospi- 
tals are also decreasing. The total re- 
turns up to Saturday give the number 
of persons attacked by cholera as 15,- 
664, and deaths as 6764. 

The Standara’s Hamburg correspon- 
dent says: ‘Cholera figures for Mon- 
day are: Newcases 621, deaths 187, 
burials 292 and patierits in hospital 
2939. -Numerous commercial failures 
are imminent. Six thousand commer- 
cial clerks have been dismissed since 
the outbreak.” 

Havre, Sept. .49.—Nine new cases ot 
cholera and four deaths from the dis- 
ease were reported here yesterday. 

St. Pgrersspure, Sept. 19.—Only 
twelve new cases of cholera were 
reported in the city yesterday and 
thirty-two deaths. Sixty-five patients 
were discharged — the hospital 
cured. 

Parts, Sept. 19. —There were reported 
in the city and suburbs today twenty- 
nine new cholera cases and fifteen 
deaths, inchiding sixteen new cases and 
four deaths in St, Quen. 


A Plague Ship at Valparaiso. 
Vatraraiso, Sept. 19.—The steamer 
America has arrived at Buenos Ayres 
from Genoa. 
twenty-four deaths from cholera, and has 
been strictly quarantined. 


BLOODY RACE RACE WAR. 


Blacks and Whites Si: Siaughtering Each 
Other in Kentucky. 
Littte Rock (Ark.,) Sept. 19.—|By 


the Associated Press.] Advices 
from Calhoun county say that there 
is an uprising of negroes in 


Camp Agnolles township. The “ne- 
groes are dissatisfied with the new 
election law and threaten to an- 
nihilate the whites. Capt. James, an 
old and respected citizen, tried to 
pacify them. A general fight followed. 
Four negroes were killed. Capt. James 
was wounded. 

Littuie Rock (Ark.,) Sept. 20.—A dis- 
patch from Pine Bluff at an early hour 
this morning says that a conductor on 
the Cotton Belt road who had just ar- 
rived, brings a report from Thornton, 
near the scene of trouble, that nine 
negroes and two white men were killed 
and several badly wounded today. Fur- 
ther particulars are not obtainable, as 
there is no telegraphic connection with 
the seatof war. 

Mempais (Tenn.,) Sept. 19.—A dis- 
patch to the appeai about the Calhoun 
county (Ark.) race war says that the 
negroes have heen making trouble for 
some time on account of. the persecu- 
tion of some of their number by white 
caps. They largely outnumber the 
whites in that county and for several 
days have been roving about in bands, 
well-armed and insulting and threaten- 
ing ali the white people they meet. 
The trouble culminated Saturday near 
Rayford, when a battle between whites 
and negroes occurred, three of the lat- 
ter being killed and several wounded. 
According to the last reports the whites 
have control. 

A report came tonight that ‘another 
negro was killed yesterday in the same 
vicinity. The posse that fought the 
belligerent blacks numbered fifty men 
from all parts of the county, in com- 
mand of the deputy sheriffs, one of 
whom was wounded. 


Injured in a Railway Wreck. 

Grarton (W. ‘Va.,) Sept. 19.—The 
train on which the Cincinnati baseball 
nine was traveling was wrecked. Mc- 
Phee and Latham were dangerously 
hurt. 
killed. 

Cixcryxat!, Sept. 19.—A private dis- 
patch from Bancroft, of the Cincinnati 
ball club, merely says the train was 
wrecked and McPhee was seriously 
hurt. 

Officers of the Baltimore and Ohio 
have a dispatch from Gratton saying 
one sleeper was derailed and nobody 
was hurt. 


People Smile at It. 

Curcaco, Sept. 19.—With reference 
to the story from Detroit about the pro- 
jected transcontinental air line rail- 
road, men here smile and think it a 
scheme. worthy of Munchausen.

Dedication of “Grand Army Place” 
the Feature of the Day. 


Address of Vice-President Morton 
Welcoming the Veterans. 


A Dispatch from the President Bearing 
Greetings—Scenes Recalling the Vic- 
tors’ Grand March at the Close 
of the Great War. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasHINGTON, Sept. 19.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| Twenty-six years ago 
a loyal organization known as the Grand 
Army of the Republic was formed, with 
B. F. Stevenson of Illinofs'as the first 
commander. Since then yearly reun- 
ions of the men who fought to preserve 
the Union have been held, but never in 
this city since the close of the War of 
the Rebellion tilltoday. For days the 
grizzled comrades have been gathering 
from every part of the Union, until the 
attendance surpasses anything ever be- 
fore seen in Washington. All hotels, 
tented camps, schoolhouses, and a large 
number of private’ residences. are 
thrown open to them, and are. crowded 
with men who defended the capital 
against invasion inthe dark days of 
fraternal strife. Every available re- 
source is drawn upon, and, 1n spite of the 
vast throng, everybody is cared for, 
sheltered and fed. As the hours of 
night wore on the bustle and stir which 
characterized the day and evening sub- 
sided, and the statement ‘‘All quiet on 
the Potomac” becafme as true asin the 
days when some of these. same patriotic 
men slept on their arms under the open 
banks of the historic river. 

The day broke pleasant, and as the sun 
came out there was a genial warmth, 
that of early autumn or of belated sum- 
mer. It was just the day for going 
about and enjoying life out of doors. 
The camps were astir early and ablu- 
tions and breakfast were attended to 
and the visitors were ready to enjoy 
the dav. The decorations of the city 
are elaborate and tasteful through- 
out, but along the historical Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, from the Capitol building 
to Twenty-second street, along which 
the Union army marched with service- 
worn uniforms and battle-scarred 
flags at thie Close of the war, the scene 
is particularly brilliant. Public build- 
ings had received special care in this 
regard, and the White House and Treas- 
ury Department decorations were con- 
spicuously beautifil and elaberate. 

The feature of the day was the in- 
auguration and dedication of ‘Grand 
Army Place,’’ as it is called. It is a 
magnificent stretch of green sward ly- 
ing just sonth of the White House 
grounds...On.__this, by arrangement, 
tents and stands had been laid out re- 
producing the closing campaign of the 
war, with Richmond'in the center, sur- 
rounded by groups of tents, represent- 
ing the various army corps which as- 
sisted to wind up the war. 

A prominent feature in the grounds is 
amodel ofthe old war vessel Kear- 
sarge. Some portions of the original 
vessel, such as the rudder-post, port 
holes and dead latch, being from the 
old vessel itself. The dedication of 
‘Grand Army Place’’ was preceded by 
a parade of members of the regular 
army and navy, and was of special in- 


terest to the veterans, affording an op- |. 


portunity to contrast the arms and ac- 
coutrements now in use with those-car- 
ried during the late war. The proces- 
sion consisted of five brigades, including 
troops of the regular army, naval bat- 
talions and marines, the District Na- 
tional Guards, posts of the Department 
of the Potomac, G.A.R. and Sons of 
Veterans. The procession marched 
from Second street up Pennsylwyania 
avenue to the treasury building, where 
it was reviewed by Vice-president Mor- 
ton, and thence to Grand Army Place. 

After the parade Vice-President Mor- 
ton was escorted to “Grand Army 
Place.’’ He received a salute from the 
gunsof the Kearsarge and took his 
place on the stand beside Commander- 
in-Chief Palmer. Prayer was offered 
by Chaplain-in-Chief Payne of Florida. 
Gen. Palmer then delivered the intro- 
ductory address. 

He dwelt on the glorious record of 
the Union armies, referred feelingly to 
the absence of the beloved dead com- 
rades, spoke agg of the enforced 
absence,of President Harrison, paying 
a tribute to him as a soldier and Presi- 
dent and introduced Vice-President 
Morton, having first read the following 
telegram from the President: 

Loon LAKE (N.Y..) Sept. 19. 

Gen. John Palmer, commamier-in-chief, G.A 
R.: I nad looked forward with great 
pleasure to the great rehearsal in Wash- 
ington, next Tuesday, of the victors’ march 
of 1865. I would have esteemed it one of 
the highest honors of my. public life to 


have welcomed tothe national capital and-™ 


to have received inits historic avenue this 
representative assembly of mien who not 
only saved the city from threatened de- 
struction, but made it the worthy political 
capital of an unbroken Union. It would 
also have been one of the most favored and 
tender incidents of my private life to have 
taken these comrades again by the hand, 
but all this has been denied me by the in- 
tervention of sad imperative duty, and I 
can only ask you to give to all my cordial 
greetings and good wishes. Accept my 
sincere thanks for your very kind and sym: 
pathetic message. 

[Signed} BENJAMIN HARRISON. 

Mr. Morton then delivered the formal 
dedication address. The speaker began 
by. referring in sympathetic terms to 
the domestic reasons which caused the 
absence of President Harrison and 
prayed God to give him grace in his 
need. Healso had ‘‘lately been stand- 
ing at the gates of the Nation to chal- 
lenge the entrance of the implacable 
enemy that must be confronted at the 
outposts.’’ Turning to the matter di- 
rectly in hand the speaker continued: 

I see before me the survivors of a gener-

New York, Sept. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| There was a great out- 
pouring of Democrats in Brooklyn to- 
night. The Academy of Music could 
hardly accommodate the crowd that 
tried to get in. The principal speaker 
of the night was Senator David B.Hill, 
who was greeted with tremendous ap- 
plause. His speech was listened to at- 
tentively on the whole, though broken 
by frequent burstsofcheering. Interest 
toward the close of the address was 
great, the speaker not having once men- 
tioned the name of Cleveland, in each 
instance referring to the ex-President 
as “‘He.*’ When, after a grand pause 
of deepest meaning, he closed with the 
words ‘‘Cleveland and Stevenson,” the 
audience rose en masse and cheered him 
tothe echo, recognizing the ingenious 
climax to his address. 


Senator Hill's speech was in part as 
follows: 


Iam reminded of the fact that it was in 
this edifice in 1885 that I had the honor of 
rxpressing the sentiment, “I am a Demo- 
erat." and under the existing political situa- 
tion I know of no more appropriate place 
tr presence than here to declare that I was 
@ Democrat before the Chicago convention 
endiam a Democrat still. The National 
Democratic Convention has passed into his. 
tory. Itwas acourt of last resort and its 
lecision will be accepted with loval acqul- 
escence by every true and patriotic Demo- 
crat who recognizes the necessity of party 

‘organization and discipline. From 
time forward imperative duties are im- 
posed upon us. Factional appeals should 
now cease, the spirit of resentment should 
be abandoned, State pride should be subor- 
dinated to the general good, real or fancied 
grievances should be dismissed, personal 
ambitions be sacrificed and individual dis- 
appointments forgotten in the great 
emergency which demands from us all an 
exhibition of widespread and lofty patriot- 
ism. Permit me to repeat what I.had the 
honor of expressing to the Tammany So- 
ciety on the Fourth of July last, before the 
echoes of our national convention had 
died away: ‘Our course’ at the present 
time is plain. In the approaching struggle 
the Democracy of New York should present 
a solid front tothe common enemy. Loy- 
alty tothe cardinal Democratic principles 
and to the regularly nominated candidates 
is the supreme duty of the hour,"’ I reit- 
erate these sentiments now. 

Senator Hill reviewed the history of

oo the spirit of our free institu- 


tions. publican protection is imposed 
upon the people by fraud, false pretense 
and gross abuse of the taxing power, and 
with a careful examination of the matter, 
fair-minded men will arrive at the conclu- 
sion that the Democratic party was right 
when it declared: “Taxation for private 
purposes is unconstitutional.’’ In so faras 
a tariff is necessary to meet the necessities 
of the Government, it may be imposed, 
and any other benefit which may be legiti- 
mately derived from its imposition may 
and does necessarily accompany it.

The plaiforms of 1884 and 1888 were 
elaborate and lengthy and it was desirable 
to simplify them. General principles were 
stated in 1592 rather than particulars, as 
in 1884.

Jennings’s petition is that on Nov- 
ember 4, 1890, H. M. Streeter was 
elected Senator for four years from 
San Bernardino and San Diego coun- 
ties, known as the Fortieth Senatorial 
District.

BERGMAN’S SENTENCE. 


Twenty-two Years the Penalty for His As- 

sault Upon Frick. 
Pittssureu, Sept. 19.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Alexander Bergman, the 
Anarchist who tried to kill H. C, Frick, 
was, placed on trial in the Criminal 
Court this morning. Bergman con- 
ducted his own case and pleaded not 
guilty. 

Frick took the stand and testified to 
the facts of the attempted assassina- 
tion as already told in these dispatches. 
His evidence was corroborated by Vice- 
Chairman Leishman, the only witness 
of the assault, and Dr. Litchfield de- 
scribed the nature of Frick’s wounds. 
Bergman was perfectly cool during the 
progress of the trial. 

At the conclusion of testimony for 
the State, Bergman refused to be sworn, 
but read a long statement in his own de- 
fense, declaring that his act was the 
outgrowth of the oppression of labor by 
capital, asserting that the end of the 
struggle between them is near, with the 
résult of the freedom of labor. His 
reason for shooting Frick was to rid 
the earth of an oppressor of workmen. 
The judge had finally to limit him as to 
his time and then cut off his discourse. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty 
without leaving their seats. . 

Bergman was sentenced to twenty- 
one vears in the penitentiary and one 


lature redistricted the State, making year in the workhouse. 


When sentenced, Bergman said he 
did not expect justice and he did not 
get it. 


German Catholic Convention.

$12,000 Claim. 

At the meeting of the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday, W. S. Arnold, the con- 
tractor for the stone work around the 
Courthouse grounds, was granted an ex- 
tension of twenty days’ time on his con- 
tract. 

The petition of J. H. Woodworth et 
al. for the vacation of certain streets 
and the reversion to acreage of lots in 
the Gail, Bolt, Woodworth & Platt 
tract was set for hearing on October 5 
next. 

A petition was presented by E. A. 
Silvey et al. for the formation of an ir- 
rigation district, to be known as the 
Manzana district, which matter was set 
for hearing on September 29. 

In accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the Superintendent of Schools, 
the territory embraced in the boundar- 
ies of the Antelope school district was 
annexed and embodied within those of 
the Del Sur school district. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived from the District Attorney and 
was ordered filed: 

To the honorable the Board of Supervisors— 
GENTLEMEN: Agreeably to your resolution 
of the 17th day of September, 1892. re- 
quiring from this office a statement of the 
facts upon which I advised, the rejection of 
a claim of $12.000, made by the city of Los 
Angeles against the county of Los Angeles, 
I would respectfully state: 

That on the 24th day of November, 1885, 
a resolution Was adopted by the Council of 
Los Angeles city, which recited that $12,- 
000 had been paid by the county of Los An- 
geles to the city of Los Angeles, on account 
ot the purchase of the Central Scbool prop- 
erty, and that $9981.06 was to be paid by 
said county to said city bv the cancellation 
of a judgment rendered” by the Superior 
Court of said county, in an action wherein 
said county was plaintiff and said city was 


defendant. This resolution will be found in 
volume 20, at page 184, minutes of the 
Council. It appears by reference to the 


judgment referred to, that the amount of 
principal and interest at that time was 
$9986.06. 

On the following day, to-wit, November 
25, 1885, said judgment was satisfied by 
an indorsement of the District Attorney, 
wherein it is stated that ft had been paid by 
a credit of that amount on the purchase by 
the county from the city of the Central 
School property. This action was -num- 
bered 2790. 

The vote of the City Council allowing this 
‘credit on the cancellation of said judgment 
seems to have been unanimous. The mo- 
tion to make the credit was made by Mr. 
Hamilton, and the following named gentle- 
men voted therefor: Messrs. Biscailuz, 
Bullf@, Day, .French, Hamilton, Holbrook, 
Lambie, McGarry, Santee and Sinsabaugh. 
There were no negative votes. 

The amount of the credit, to-wit, 
$9981.06, thus allowed, added to the 
amount paid by the county to the city, 
equaled asum total of exactly $75,000, 
the purchase price of the property. p 

It, therefore, fully appears that the 
»county paid the full consideration for said 
‘property, and that the claim of $12,000 
for principal and interest now made by the 
the county is groundless.

THE CHAUTAUQUANS. 


Address by Chancellor Vincent Last Even- 
ing—An Entertaining Discourse. 

Southern California Chautauquans re-. 
ceived such an impetus and ingpiration 
last evening as they never enjoyed be- 
fore when Chancellor Vincent, the 
father 6f Chautanqua, addressed them 
at Y.M.C.A Auditoriuth, Many of them 
had never seen him, and the majority 
had never heard him speak. 

As he appeared on the platform, 
where were seated Rev. Dr. Weller and 
Superintendent Winbigler, he was 
greeted with the Chautauqua salute and 
arourd of applause. He was esco:ted 
by Prof. George R. Crow. Miss M. A. 
Huston, president of the Union Chav- 
tauqua Circle, presided, and in a grace- 
ful little speech introduced Chancellor 
Vincent as the man whose great brain 
originated the Chautauqua movement. 
For three-quarters of an hour he spoke 
in his pleasing, magnetic style, com- 
pletely fascinating his audience as he 
depicted what all this Chautauqua idea 
involved. He explained the length and 
breadth of it and Cautauquans learned 
(many of them for the first time) that 
the C.L.S.C. is but one feature of the 
many sided Chautauqua ideas, but was 
only one of the many features of the 
system. 

In his realistic, graphic fashion, 
Chancellor Vincent painted the scene 
of that first Chautauqua recognition 
day ten years ago when 800 pilgrim 
graduates passed through the Golden 
Gate to the hallin the grove. The pro- 
cession was led by Rev. Jessie Lyman 
Hurlbut, D.D., who accompanies Chan- 
cellor Vincent on this trip and will ar- 
rive in Southern California tomorrow 
from San Francisco, and Dr. S. J. M. 
Eaton—a man sixty years of age and 
pastor over one church-for_ thirty years, 
on whose Chautauqua diploma were sixty 
seals when he diedthree vears ago. 
Such men as these led that first proces- 
sion, both doctors of divinity and men 
of ability. | 

Limited space forbids mention of the 
facetions remarks at Boston’s. expense, 
of the splendid argument defending the 
so-called superficiality of the Chautau- 
qua course, of the scores of witty re- 
marks and wise comments which called 
out laughter and applause. The audito- 
rium‘was crowded with Chautauquans, 
and those who were not there missed a 
rich opportunity for which no news- 
paper report, however complete, can 
compensate. 

At the conclusion of the address, the 


} audience were given a chance to take 


Chancellor Vincent by the hand, and 
the fistic procession was still passing in 
review when the TtmzEs reporter left. 

Chancellor Vincent leaves today for. 
San Diego, where, as bishop, he will 
preside over the Southern California 
conference. which opens Wednesday 
evening. This is his first visit to Sonth- 
ern California, and as a result of last 
night’s inspiring talk, several new 
Chautauqua circles will undoubtedly be 
formed. 

Bishop Vincent was also entertained 
last evening in the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association building by Mrs. 
Henry Ludlam, of the Ludlam School of 
Oratory and Arts, and her sister, Mrs. 
E. W. Little of Monrovia.

A Leading Citizen Stricken Down, 
The death of Hon. E. F. Spence, which 
otcurred yesterday morning, removes 
one of the foremost citizens of Southern 
Californa and a man who -has enjoyed 
the confidence and esteem of the people 
of this State since the pioneer times. 
As a citizen he was prominent in public 
enterprises and social affairs, a leading 
man in business and an exemplar in his 
domestic relations. Mr. Spence was a 
native of Enniskillen, Ireland, where he 
was born in 1882. He arrived in Cali- 
fornia in 1852 and devoted himself to 
mining, merchandising and banking, 
leading an active business life until a 
short time before his death. Mr. Spence 
was a steadfast Republican and always 
took an interest in the success of 
the party. In 1860 he was elected. to 
the Legislature from Nevada county, 
and subsequently was Treasurer of that 
county. In 1882-3 he served in the 
City Council of Los Angelés, the 
first year acting as chairman of 
the Finance Committee, the  sec- 
ond year as president of that body. 
In 1884 he was elected Mayor and 
served efliciently forthe term. He was 
one of the delegates-at-large from this 
State tothe last National Republican 
Convention at Minneapolis and con- 
tinued a member of the County Central 
Committee untila few weeks ago. 

Mr. Spence was noted for his liber- 
ality to charitable, religious and benefi- 
cent causes. Itis known that he gave 
away nearly or quite the amount of his 
salary every month in this way. His 
most notable donation was $50,000 in 
property for the mounting of a large 
telescope on Mount Wilson, to form the 
equipment of an observatory in con- 
nection with the University of Southern 
California. The work on this instru- 
mentis now being prosecuted by Clark 
& Sons, and it is designed to be the 
largest in the world. When erected it 
will be a lasting monument to Mr. 
Spence’s enterprise and liberality. 

Mr. Spence’s death atthe age of 60 
must be regarded as a premature visita- 
tion, for in mental vigor and physical 
alertness he was not anold man. Phy- 
sical infirmities he has had for years, 
but he seemed to rise above them and 
master them by sheer force of will. It 
was new complications which set in 
within a comparatively short time that 
carried him off. His death is a mis- 
fortune tothe community at large, and 
a host of people throughout the State 
will mourn the loss of a personal friend. 


A Little Free Trade Venture. . 

Our Democratic contemporary, the 
Herald, sometimes wades into the tariff 
issue a little—just a very little. It 
takes good care to go no more than an- 
kle deep, and in this it certainly 
shows that discretion which Shake- 
speare tells us is the better part of 
valor. A few days ago the Herald in- 
dulged ina little wading, very close to 
the shore, as evidenced by the follow- 
ing: 

Never in the héstory of politics has a 
party been driven to greater straits 
than our friends of the g.o. p. They 
first tell us that the high-paced, protec- 
tion-run-mad McKinley bill has made a 
home market for our manvfacturers and 
farmers. If this means anything it 
means that foreign goods are being shut 
out and are being replaced by home 
goods. If it does not mean that, what 
does it mean? 

Not necessarily in connection with 
this branch of the subject, your protec- 
tionist pundit gets hold of the fact that, 
during the past year, the balance of 
trade in our favor, in our dealings with 
the outside world, has amounted to con- 
siderably over $200,000,000. This, of 
course, means that our farmers have en- 
joved something considerably more than 
a home market. This large balance of 
trade in favor of the United States, rep- 
resents, to an overwhelming extent, 
cotton, corn, wheat, pork and other farm 
products, certainly nor marketed in the 
United States. 

Occasionally some Democratic editor 
orcrator will referto the undoubted 
fact that commerce is a great agent in 
the development of all great nations. 
No sooner has this argument been fairly 
advanced than the Republican casuist, 
forgetting all -avout his argument that 
the McKinley bill shuts out foreign 
goods, and replaces them by those of 
American manufacture, points to the 
fact that our importations from Euro- 
péan and other foreign countries, have 
been uuprecedently large since the pas- 
sage of the McKinley bill. It is a case 
of now you see it and now you don’t. 
Our adversaries are protean in their 
lightning changes. They remind one of 
Jim Crow, of happy memory, and so 
forth. 

Unthinkable as it may seem tothe 
Herald the fact remains that our im- 


fiscal year ending July 1, 1892, showed 
both an increase and a decrease—an in- 
crease of non-dutiable merchandise and 
a decrease of dutiable merchandise. 
Here are the figures for the fiscal years 


1891 and 1892, to show the compar- 
ison: 


‘Im 
Years. ., Free of duty. Dutiable. . 
/..$366,241.352 $478.574.864 
1802........ 458,001,142 369,390,139 


Thus, while the imports of goods free 


of duty increased 691,759,790, the im- 
ports of datiable goods fell off $109,- 
184,745. 

For a long time the stock argument 
of the Democratic free traders was that 
a protective tarif? would close foreign 
markets to our surplus products—that a 
large share of the staples produced by 
our farmers would accumulate on their: 
hands and rot for want of a market. 
Well, it seems from the official reports 
that our exports for 1892 amounted to 
$1,080,855,626—a figure never before 
reached in our history. 

So it seems that America was able, 
under the McKinley tariff, not only to 
buy all the goods she wanted from 
abroad, but also to sell abroad all the 
products she had to spare. 

The chief change attributed to the 
tariffis that, whereas, in 1891 we 
bought $2,789,276 more than we sold, 
in 1892 we sold $202,944,842 more 
than we bought. Thatis a very com-. 
fortable balance to carry up to surplus 
account and help good times in 
the United States. ——

««<Discovery Day.”” 
The celebration of the 850th anni- 


versary of the discovery of the coast of 
California by the Portuguese navigator, 
Cabrillo, which will take place at San 
Diego, September 28 and 29, bids fair 
to assume widespread importance, al- 
though at first consideration it would 
seemto be only local in its mature. 
That Cabrillo’s discovery and the var- 
ious religious and commercial eras 
which followed it have a distinct place 
in the Nation’s history, no one who is 
acquainted with those events will deny. 
And the future is likely to add to, rather 
thanto detract from, its importance 
as the great resources of Califorpia be- 
come more widely known and the great 
West receives its proper recognition. 

Cabrillo’s discovery and explorations 
were second only in importance to the 
discovery of the Atlantic Coast by Col- 
umbus, and we look to see the event 
commemorated in the future in the 
same manner as the imperishable 
achievement of Columbus is to be cele- 
brated at Chicago. 

But beyond the historical significance 
of the coming celebration at San Diego, 
there is another aspect—one which we 
would like to see recognized by all Cal- 
ifornians, and that is the influence it will 
have in directing the attention of the 
people of the East to Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Gov. Murphy of Arizona, Gov. Torres 
of Lower California and Gov. Markham 
of our own State; Senator Felton, and 
Admirals Brown and Ghirardi with the 
White Squadron will be present, and 
the Mexican and British governments 
will be represented by war ships. In 
addition many famous army and navy 
officers and persons prominent in the 
political affairs of the State ang Nation 
will grace the occasion. The gathering 
of so large a number of dignitaries and 
the elaborate Character of the cere- 
monies will be an affair which will se- 
cure much attention in the East. The 
low rates made by the railways, and the 
liberal advertising the event has re- 
ceived at their hands, will influence a 
large travel, and as San Diego is at the 
southern extremity of the State, this 
travel must pass en route through South- 
ernalifornia, and will without doubt 


be attracted to many places other than 
San Diego.

The African Expedition, 

C. P. Huntington is expected to ar- 
rive in San Frangisco from New York 
this week, wih the subject of the pro- 
posed expeMfition to the river Congo, in 
Africa, will be taken up and settled. 
Ex-Gov. L. A. Sheldon of this city has 
already been engaged to head the expe- 
dition, but no details have as yet been 
arranged, nor have the numbers, scope 
and personnel of the expedition been de- 
cided upon. In a general way it is 
known that Mr. Huatington’s purpose 
is to draw out authoritative and relia- 
ble informaticn about that portion of 
Africa which the expedition will pene- 
trate; and itis presumed that the in- 
vestigation will be ultimately extended 
so as to uncover all the chief natural 
resources of the country—pastoral, agri- 
cultural, horticultural, timber, mineral, 


‘etc. In order to make the investigation 


comprehensive and complete, the head 
of the expedition will doubtless require, 
and be provided with, competent assist- 
ants for the different branches of the 
inquiry, which, when crystallized into 
results, should prove of practical inter- 
est and value to the world; whereas an 
inadequate exploration will hardly be 
worth the expense of making it. The 
country to be explored is to some ex- 
tent still a terra incognita, and the civil- 
ized world thirsts for correct knowl- 
edge of it.

A Well-spent Life Brought to a Close—

For some months past Hon. E. F. 
Spenc@has been in poor health, but. not 
even his family and. most intimate 
friends believed that the end was near, 
and when the news of his death at 5:20 
o’clock yesterday morning became

known on the streets surprise and grief 
were expressed on all sides, for ex- 
Mayor Spence was a general favorite 
not only in this city but all over South- 
ern California. 

_ Mr. Spence’s health failed so rapidly 


after his return from the Republican 


National Convention polis 
that he decided three Weeks ago 
move to the city from his country home 


at’ Monrovia. 


The family took up their residence at 
the old Spence home on Hil street, but 
on last Saturday they moved to John A. 
Fairchild’s residence 9n-.Burlington 
avenue, near Ninth street, where Mr. 
Spence died at 5:20 o’clock: vesterday 
morning, after spending a comfortable 
night. 

Even as late as Sunday afternoon he 
was about the house and seemed to be 
in fairly good spirits, with the excep- 
tion that he complained of being very 
weak. He spent the evening among 
his friends and took a lively hand in 
conversing on a number of subjects. 

Atanearly hour yesterday morning 
he grew so weak that thé family physi- 
cian was called in and it was found that 
he was dying from heart failure. For 
thirty years he has been a snfferer from 
lung trouble and his heart has given 
him more or less trouble... He was 59 
years of age and leaves a widow and 
four children, three sons and a young 
daughter. 

Mr. Spence was a strong ‘Republican, 
and took an active interest in the wel- 
fare of the party. He served:as Mayor 
of the city for one term, and was alsoa 
member of the City Council, besides 
holding a number of honorary offices. 
He was also interested m several local 
enterprises, aside from his banking in- 
terests, ard was always ready to assist 
in any novement for the advancement 
of the city’s interests. 

Mr. Spence occupied a high position 
in the Masonic fraternity, having been 
for some years a permanent member of 
the Grand Lodge of the State, a Past 
Master and a Past Commander of 
Knights Templar. He was amember of 
Southern California Lodge No. 278, 
Signet Chapter No. 55, R. A. M., and of 
Coeur de Lion Commandery, No. 9, 
Knights Templar, also of Al Malaikah 
Temple of the Mystic Shrine.

The Democratic County Conven- 
tion to Meet Today. 


Forécast of the Organization and 
Platform to Be Presented. 


The Thirty-ninth Senatorial District 
Republican Convention. 


Sheriff Seymour of San Bernardino Nom- 
inated for Senator on the Twenti-. 
eth Ballot—The Other Candi- 
dates—Political Notes. 


At 10 o’clock this morning the Los 
Angeles county Democracy will assemble 
at Turnverein Hall in what now bids 
fair to be the tamest convention ever 
known in the history of the unterrified 
of Southern California. The indications 
are that the platform to be adopted 
will be entirely of local planks, embrac- 
ing county and State issues only, for the 
possible reason that no one seems to be 
exactly able to determine flie status of 
the national Democratic issues. 2 

For chairman of the convention W. A. 
Ryan, of the Third Ward, will probab y 
be elected. The friends of ex-Mayor 
Workman, although that gentleman is 
reported to have declined to serve, also 
intend to give their favorite at least a 
complimentary vote, while George 5. 
Patton is mentioned asa third possible 
candidate for the honor. 

As no one seems desirous of filling the 
arduous office of secretary the choice 
wili probably be left to the chairman of 
the convention. A:report was circu- 
lated quite generally among leading 
Democrats yesterday that Hon. J. de 
Barth Shorb would be put forward as a 
candidate for the office of County Treas- 
urer. It is understood that Mr. Shorb 
will decline to run, although the solici- 
tation of his numerous friends of the 
party may cause him to change his 
course and accept the nomination should 
it be tendered him. 

Further in regard to the platform to 
be adopted, as before mentioned, the 
points to be emphasized will deal 
largely with county interests, and will 
contain a clause favoring the reduction 
of the number of superior judges from 
six to four. The present County Board 
of Supervisors will also probably come 
in for’ censure upon courthouse ex- 
penditures. 

Delegates are unpledged, so report 
goes, almost to a man, and it is further 
stated that proxies will be numerous.

Before the construction of the cana} 
was taken from the field of speculation 
and placed upon a solid footing as a 
commercial enterprise, Tur Timzs pub 
lished numerous descriptive articles 
and editorials in the interest of this 
great undertaking, which is destined to 
inaugurate a new era in the history of 
the Pacific Coast. In May last, Hon. 
Warner Miller, president of the Nicara- 
gua Canal Construction Company, de- 
livered an address in Los Angeles which 
was fully reporte@? in Tut.

In the course of his Speech he quoted 
the statement of a New Yorx gentle- 
man, who said:

Afterward, 
a number of citizens obtained a favor- 
able concession and gota charter from 
Congress, creating it a corporation. 
From that has come. the present 
movement. 

Thorough surveys were made by fifty 
engineers, during three years, costing 
nearly $500,000. Up to date, over 
$5,000,000 has teen expended. The 
harbor of Greytown has been dredged 
and a pier, 1000 feet long, built, 
which will extended to 8000 feet. 
‘The largest dredging plant in the world 
has been collected, twelve miles of rail- 
road and many storehouses built. The 
company is now ready to push the work 
as fast as funds can be obtained. 

The reason why the Nicaragua route 
is considered the only practical one are 
too lengthy to be explained ima short 
article. They are set forth, &m full, in 
pamphlets published by the company. 

The money expende 
has been obtained bv private subscrip- 
tion from men who have fzith in the 
enterprise. Asto whether the canal 
will pay or not, some idea may be ob- 
tained from the operations of the Suez 
Canal. The annual net revenues of this 
company, for a series of years, have 
been upward of f.12,000,000, and for 
this year are estimated at f.15,000,000. 
The quotation on the Paris bourse of the 
f.500 shares of the Suez company was 
recently f.2700. The lastdivitend was 
at the rate of 20 per cent. 

There is tonnage now existing tribu- 
tary to the Nicaragua Canal, amount- 
ing tomore than 8,000,000 tons per 
annum. Reckoning only 6,000,000 
tons per annum at $2 per ton—the 
charge made at Suez—the anual in- 
come would be $12,000,000. The cost 
of maintenance would not be over 
$1,000,000, which would leave $11,- 
000,000 net, or 544 per cent, om a cap- 
italization of $200,000,000. 

The minimum depth of the Nica- 
ragua Canal will be 80 feet, sufficient 
for the largest vessels. Beyond the 
question of profit the canal would be of 
great importance to the United States 
from a‘national standpoint. It will 
mean new life to the Pacific Coast. 

The company is making an honest ef- 
fort to complete the work, and appeals 
to the American people, issuing bonds 
of $100, $500 and $1000. The fran- 
chise is valuable, and might be sold for 
a large sum in Europe, but the officers 
of the corporation being patriotic Amer- 
ican citizens, prefer to give this Gov- 
ernment a chance. Meantime, pending 
action of Congress, the work cannot 
stop, and individual citizens are ap- 
pealed to. 

The distances saved-by the Nicaragua 
Canal over the Magellan route, for steam 
vessels, will be as follows:

POMONA. 


Plans for the Proposed SeWer System— 
Notes and Personals. 
Considerable interest is being taken in 


Pomona’s proposed sewer system. While 
several plans have been talked over, the 
most feasible and popular one seems 
to be that of having the sewage carried 
by pipe to some of the large ranches 
in the southwestern part of the city, as 
most of the ranchers would be glad to get 
it and perhaps pay a good sum for its use 
asa fertilizer. The only objection to this 
point would be that the winds blow from 
that direction. The more enthusiastic citi- 
zens hope to have the improvement at an 
early date. A cesspool is a dangerous 
thing, and there are some buildings that 
have had from two to five cesspools dug, 
and physicians have traced cases of malaria 
tosome who have been careless in this 
matter. 

While the present season 0 been all 
that heart could wish in the way of beauti- 
ful weather, it has not been so good for the 
orange trees. J. E. Packard, one of the 
. largest ranchers in the valley, said to the 
reporter yesterday: ‘‘The growth of the 
young trees has not es this sea- 
son, and I would much r r see warm 
weather. The new growth of the older 
trees has not been so good as last year, but 
I consider that the prospect for a fine crop 
of oranges ts unusually good.”

Result of the Inquiry into the Wreck of 
the Golden Horn. 

The court of inquiry into the cause of the 
Golden Horn wreck met at the Arlington 
Hotel on Saturday afternoon and performed 
their duties. The board consists of Brit- 
ish Vice-Consul Mortimer, Capt. Damson 
and F. A. Biake. 

Capt. Dunn was the first witness, and tes- 
tifled that according to his calculations he 
was fifteen miles from the east part of 
Santa Rosa Island. Land was seen at 6 p. 
m. and thought to be fourteen miles away. 
At 8:10 o'clock the vessel struck close in 
shore: He accounted tor the accideut by 
the strong current, the heavy swell and the 
dense fog. After she struck soundings 
showed six fathoms on the port side and 
four and a half onthe starboard. He tes- 
tified that he thought his chronometer 
wrong, although he had every confidence 
in it up to that. time. 

The other witnesses were First Mate 
Parry, Second Mate Bateson, Ship Carpen- 
ter Miller and Jones, a seaman, who all cor- 
roberated the statements of the captain. 
The captain testified to the faithfulness of 
the crew and to their o»edience of all 
orders. 

The question was asked if the captain or 
any of the principal officers were under the 
influence of liquor at the time, and the tes- 
timony was that they were not. 

The court, after deliberation, found that 


Ina seamanlike and proper manner and 
the captain to have done what he could to 
avert the accident, cxonerating him en- 
tirely. 

The board wound up by calling the espe- 
cial attention of the English Board of Trade 
to the existence ef strong northeast cur- 
rents which setupon the southwest shore 
of Santa Rosa Island, and which are not 
laid down in the charts. winding up with 
the statement that the vessel was properly 
manned and no fault could be found with 
captain or crew.
